from accidents. Together these three causes account for 
approximately percent the total deaths.

California recorded only 110 cases diphtheria 
1952, the lowest record. 


ENCEPHALITIS 


the other hand, the outbreak encephalitis the 
Central Valley last summer represents the highest in- 
cidence recorded California. the 757 human 
reported during the year, 752 had onsets during the 
five-month period from June through October. Four 
hundred and four the reported cases, 55.7 percent, 
were confirmed the Viral and Rickettsial Laboratory 
the State Department Public Health the 
mosquito-borne type encephalitis. the laboratory- 
confirmed cases, 363 were identified the Western 
equine type and the St. Louis type encephalitis. 
Heavy rainfall and the early run-off melted snow 
from the mountains brought both the mosquito season 
and the Western equine encephalitis season one month 
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ahead their usual schedule and led high Culex 
tarsalis mosquito population density and record-high 
human incidence encephalitis, carried principally 
this mosquito. 

MALARIA 


The first cases malaria contracted California 
since 1945 occurred this summer. The source nine 
the cases was veteran who had rélapse malaria 
contracted Korea. This the first instance the 
United States maleria being transmitted from re- 
turned Korean veteran. Three other cases malaria 
appeared agricultural workers. The source was con- 
agricultural worker. 


POLIOMYELITIS 


Approximately 4,000 cases poliomyelitis were re- 
ported 1952. This number more than the yearly 
totals each the three preceding years, but consid- 
erably lower than the record epidemic year 1948. 

The occurrence cases followed the normal pattern 
from January September. However, after reaching 
what appeared the usual seasonal peak Septem- 
ber, high incidence continued October and November 
with peak reached October. 


SMALLPOX 


For the fifth consecutive year there has been 
smallpox reported California. 


TYPHOID 


There were 104 cases typhoid fever reported 
California 1952 compared with 1951. This 
increase interrupts the steady decline typhoid in- 
cidence that has been continuing for many years 
spite the tremendous growth the State’s popula- 
tion. However, all cases continued sporadic. There 
were epidemics, and about one-fourth the cases 
had their most likely source infection outside the 
State. The apparent increase may due more inten- 
sive investigation. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


The death rate from tuberculosis continued down- 
ward 1952. estimated that the rate for 1952 will 
show drop deaths per 100,000 population from 
the 19.5 per 100,000 1951. There were 2,160 deaths 
from tuberculosis 1951 and the figure for 1952 will 
approximately 1,800. The number cases tuber- 
culosis the State, exclusive military cases, esti- 
mated 8,200 for 1952, compared with 8,076 1951. 
Case-finding continued high level during the year, 
with approximately miniature film X-ray machines 
operating throughout the State. Dr. Halverson pointed

VENEREAL DISEASE 


Nineteen fifty-two showed continuation the de. 
crease venereal diseases that has been evident for the 
last six years, that the percentage decrease 
again about pre-war levels. Before World War the 
incidence venereal disease California had been 
steadily going down about the same rate 
present. The total syphilis cases will ap. 
proximately 7,800 for 1952—a percent decrease over 
1951. This about the same rate decrease the last 
two years. There was precipitate decrease beginning 
1947 which has leveled off about percent de. 
crease for the last three years. Gonorrhea cases for the 
year 1952 will about 16,000, decrease 
percent over 1951. The decrease 1951 over 1950 was 
percent. 

ANIMAL RABIES 


More than two and half times many cases 
animal rabies were reported 1952 than 1951. The 
estimated total for 1952 140 cases, while there were 
only cases 1951. The previous year there had been 
decrease cases among dogs and other 
animals, but cases among wild 
1952 there was increase both, and those cases 
dogs and other domestic animals represented 
cent the total cases reported. 

With the reservoir animal rabies increasing 
California, becomes more important than 
tighten rabies control programs for the protection 
domestic animals and man, and legislation for this 
pose wil introduced the January session the 
Legislature. 

Because the continuous threat rabies spread 
across the Mexican border intensive program 
vaccination was started late 1952 the border 
Baja California the State Department Publi 
Health with the cooperation the Pan-American 
tary Bureau.

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Dried Egg Yolk Suspected Source 
Salmonella Infection 


The possibility that Swift’s Dried Egg-Yolk Powder 
may associated with cases diarrhea infants was 
made the Federal Food and Drug 
Administration and Swift and Company. The State 
Department Public Health has been cooperating with 
these agencies investigating cases diarrhea in- 
fants, withdrawing this product from the market, 
and keeping local public health authorities informed 
the situation.

July this year. Late November four cases diar- 
thea occurred infants the East. The association 
these cases Swift’s Dried Egg-Yolk Powder prompted 
the Swift Company caution all physicians and 
withdraw this product from the market temporarily, 
investigation. other Swift product other 
dehydrated egg product has been implicated and yet 
there definite proof that these cases diarrhea 
have been caused this dried egg powder. 


California several cases diarrhea infants are 
suspected being associated with this food. Investiga- 
tion these cases not yet complete and definite 
statements can made this time regarding the rela- 
this dried egg product these illnesses. 

The agent which may responsible for these diar- 
thea cases bacteria the Salmonella group and has 
been found present certain lots Swift’s Dried 
Egg-Yolk Powder. Parents are warned look for 
upsets, stomach fever, nausea, and 
vomiting infants who have been given this product 
and call their physician immediately. Local health 
should notified all current cases and 
tases which may have occurred since July.

Yellow Fever Vaccine Production 
Discontinued PHS 


Yellow fever vaccine, heretofore produced exclu- 
sively the Public Health Service the Federal Se- 
Agency, will manufactured the future 
nationally known pharmaceutical firm, Surgeon Gen- 
eral Leonard Scheele the Public Health Service, 
announced. 

Dr. Scheele’s announcement was made jointly with 
the National Drug Company Philadelphia and the 
Armed Services Medical Procurement Agency. 

Withdrawal the government from yellow fever 
vaccine production accord with Health 
Service policy turning over the pharmaceutical in- 
dustry the manufacture biological products once 
large-scale production becomes feasible. This step was 
taken following several conferences with many the 
major pharmaceutical houses the United States. 

Public Health Service and military officials praised 
the National Drug Company for its contribution the 
national interest taking over production yellow 
fever vaccine, most which supplied the armed 
services meet their needs. 

The Surgeon General pointed out that manufacture 
the vaccine the National Drug Company does not 
alter the regulations governing distribution. All eligible 
consumers now receiving the vaccine may continue 
so. Clinies issuing yellow fewer vaccine certificates 
are designated the Public Health Service accord 
with the international sanitary regulations the 
World Health Organization. Vaccination certificates 
must obtained travelers from designated clinic 
order valid for international travel. 

conformance with the Biologics Control Law, the 
National Drug Company must obtain license from 
the Public Health Service before can distribute yel- 
low fever vaccine its own manufacture. License re- 
quirements provide that biological product must meet 
established standards relating safety, potency, and 
purity. The National Drug Company now construct- 
ing special plant facilities Swiftwater, Pennsylvania, 
produce yellow fever vaccine. 

The Health Service has been the Nation’s sole 
producer yellow fever vaccine since 1942, when 
emergency wartime needs made necessary that the 
government assume production. The vaccine has been 
manufactured the Rocky Mountain Laboratory 
Hamilton, Montana, division the National Institute 
Health, principal research arm the Health 
Service. Production was terminated September.

polio season, the Office Defense Mobilization has 
requested the National Research Council consult 
appropriate professional, industrial, and govern- 
nental groups. 

Although the Red Cross asking the processing 
laboratories work full capacity produce the 
maximum amount gamma globulin meet the mini- 
mal needs for poliomyelitis, expected that the de- 
mand will far exceed the possible supply the frac- 
facilities the Country are limited.
